Mr. H. P. Dooley, of Forest City, Arkan- 
gis, claims, after having worked at if 
four vears, to have succeeded in invent- 
ing the deeired machine. Mr. Dooley 
gaye that one man and two horses are 
allthe help ne@ded for his picker; the 
driver sacks and throws the cotton over- 
board as the machine goes from turn to 
turn. The machine can be used as soon 
as enough cotton is open to justify run- 
ning it, and so on until all the cotton is 
open. If all the cotton is open the 
picker will pick eight acres of cotton a 
day, whilst it can be built for $100. In 
the picking all the dust, trash and dirt is 
shaken off. is. 

A Republican Siander. 

The Chicago Tribune, a very bold re- 
publican journal, which spells philoso- 
pher with two fs, has a brief essay on 
drunkenness among the southern ne- 
groes, in which Editor Medill goes in for 
thorough reform. He says tbat if the 
negroes were encouraged to substitute 
malt for alcoholic drinks they might get 
on very well. “They have little excuse 
“for indulging in stimulants,” says the 
the Tribune, “yet drunkenness prevails 
“among them to a frightful extent.”’ 

Now we do not hesitate to say that the 
impression left by such remarks as these 
Amounts to a gratuitous slander. There 
is no sort of justification for the charges 
the Tribune makes, and in the absence 
of this their origin must be traced to that 
unfortunate tendency to misrepresent 
the south and everything connected 
therewith, which is the controlling im- 
pulse of every republican organ at 
the north. It is «a remarkable 
fact, to which Tue Constritctrion has 
already called attention, that, taking 
into consideration the condition of 
the colored people with 
all the circumstances—the temptations 
by which they have been surrounded— 
they are the most temperate people, as a 
class, to be found inany country. There 
is supposed to be a good deal of temper- 
ance among the whites of the north, but 
Editor Medill cannot name any class of 
whites in his confmunity: which wil! not 
show a proportion of drunkards, as com- 
pared to the same number of southern 
negroes, of twenty to one. And yet the 
negroes are not tota! abstainers. very 
colored man likes his dram, but some- 
how or other he seems to have the fac- 
ulty of drawing the line between enough 
and just too much. That there are 
drunken negroes is true, but that drunk- 
enness prevails among them to a fright- 
ful extent is absurdly untrue. 

No doubt the natural prejudices of the 
editor of the Tribune have been sharp- 
ened by the fact that the colored men 
have put themselves forward as candi- 
dates fora fair share of the federal pat- 
ronage, but this: does not justify him in 
resorting to. wholesale slander. Repub- 
lican editors should learn to deal fairly 
by all classes at the south, the blacks as 
well as the whites.

A bill has been introduced in the sen- 
ate making the propagation of the Mor- 
mon doctrine of polygamy in Georgia 
afelony.

converts. As ignorant as these people 
are, they hold the family relations as sa- 
cred, and no amount of persuasion 
would induce them to unite with an or- 
ganization which has its origin in the 
lusts of the most depraved men. Know- 
ing these things, the Mormon propa- 
gandists are careful not to expose the 
_ basis and corner-stone of their system. 
All this is left for the converts to learn 
upon their arrival at Salt Lake, when it 
- ig too late for the women and young girls 

to escape the horrible fate that 
awaits them.

The New Capitol. 

The action of the finance committee of 
the house in recommending the passage 
of the bill providing for the erection of 
the new capitol’building, must meet with 
the approbation of all reflecting minds, 
That the state should have at no distant 
day a building other than the present 
unsafe and unsuitable structure, is not 
oaly very much to be desired but is really 
a necessity. In the heat of the capita! 
campaign, with every inducement to rep- 
resent the present building as suited to 
the purposes of the state, it was conceded 
by the most earnest advocates of Atlanta 
that if the city should be selected as the 
capital of the state, a new capitol’ build- 
ing would be required. The reasons 
which require the present building to be 
abandoned are manifest to the slightest 
examination. Architecture is a science 
and.no large building designed for one 
purpose can be safely converted to an- 
other purpose when in so doing all the 
interior arrangements must be entirely 
changed to adapt it to the second design. 
In so doing walls which were designed 
originally by the architect to | give 
strength to certain portions of the build- 
ing are removed and there is a cons¢- 
quent weakness to the whole structure. 
which makes it positively unsafe. A 
building which has been so remodeled 
may stand a longtime, in spite of such 
weakening change, but on the other 
band it is liable to precipitate at any 
time adisaster which will bring a sick- 
ening loss of life and property. By just 
such a remodeling process as this was 
the present building converted into a 
capitol building. It was originally de- 
signed for an opera house, and the archi- 
tect who "drew the plans had the inte- 
rior arrangements in view with all of 
its Supports from wal]s crogsing at cer- 
tain points, and thus supporting the 
roof, and sustaining and bracing the 
outer walls. To convert it into a 
capitol building all this in- 
terior arrangement was changed 
after the outer walls were constructed. 
Many of these sustaining walls were 
taken out and the building in conse- 
quence was very much weakened. For 
instance the room in the top story which 
was formerly used as the state library, 
has no support beneath it, but is hung 
by iron rods from the joistsabove. This 
room,in consequence of this arrangement, 
was pronounced unsafe, and the library 
was removed to the basement floor. We 
are informed that the chief support of 
the heavy ceiling which covers the hall 
of the house of representatives is in 
similar rods by which it is hung to the 
roof above. If so, itis a veritable man- 
trap, liable at any time, especially when 
a large crowd is present, to cause a loss 
of life, too horrible to contemplate. |The 
terrible loss of life in Richmond soon 
after the close of the war, cansed by a 
defective public building, should be a 
warning to us not to risk one of tenfold 
magnitude, simply on a mistaken idea of 
economy. The bulge in the outer -/ wall 
of the senate chamber is plainly  per- 
ceptible to the impracticed eye; and 
iron rods have been run through and 
bolted on to the building with 
the hope of guarding against accidents. 
This is but one of many facts connected 
with this building which make it imper- 
ative that the state should have a new 
one, No one can deny that in a very 
few years, even if no accident should 
occur in the meantime, the present capi- 
tol building must be abandoned. It can 
be neither ventilated nor warmed. It is 
unsuitable in arrangement and utterly 
inadequate in its accommodations. | It is 


not only unsightly to behold, but neces- 
sarily unsafe to occupy. To build a new 
capitol properly will require at least five 
years, and now is the time to begin. We 
4rust the legislature will promptly pass 
the bill, and that the important work 
may be proceeded with without delay. 
We cannot appreciate the argument that 
this necessary work should be postponed 
until the state is out of debt. Inthe 
first place the debt is small and does not 
burden the people, as does the county 
and municipal taxation. In the second 
place the debt when it comes due will be 
renewed and will not be paid up, and to 
wait until it is paid off is to postpone the 
beginning of anew building until the 
present old rookery falls down.

THWEATT VS. THE STATE, 


| 


Decision of the Sapreme Court—Jack- 
son, ©. J, Delivering the Decision. 
‘We have given the case that deliberate con- 
sideration which its gruvity as ‘well as the services 
of the plaintiff in error, with so much zeal and 
industry and ability during a long period as 
comptroller general of the state, demanded at the 
hands of her judiciary. Speaking for myself, I 
wish to express my symovathy for this tried and 
trusted servant of Georgia, whose lategrity not 
a breath of suspicion ever suliled, and whose 
fidelity to the state in the most trying period of 
her history never for a moment faltered, and | 
believe my brethren fully agree with me in this 
expressiou oj our earnest desire, if the law per- 
mitted it to be done, to 
his old age and needy circumstances, for 
his rélief. Bui the general assembly 
has so narrowed the scope of our jurisdiction and 
guarded the limits within which the courts may 
act, that we cannot do more than consider the 
case as within the present limits,and not move 
beyond. A citizen cannot sue the state uuless 
she consents, and if she consents on terms, those 
terms must be considered as partof her grant of 
the right, and confine her courts to the consider- 
ation of the right with the considerations thereto 
attached and made part and parcel of the grant. 
The grant is as follows: 

(Here Judge Jackson copies the whole pream- 
ble and resolutions, authorizing Mr. Thweatt to 
sue the state, the same only allowing him to s ie 
the state for his salary, not for his services)

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THE RAILROAD COMMISSION, 


The Continuation of the /Discussion 
Betore the Railroad Committees. 


Yesterday ex-Governor Smith made a 
lengthy speech before the railroad commit- 
tees of the house and senate in support of 
the law creating the railroad commission. 


He made a very strong speech, commenc- 
ing by stating that the commission was not 
before the commitiees in the attitude of a 
defendant. The commission was there by 
invitation. He reviewed the law 
carefully and argued that so far 
from being in violation of the constitu- 
tion, the law creating the com missions was in 
furtherance of the provi:ions of that instru: 
ument, He referred to the great difficulties 
which the commission had to surmount 
and spoke of the season of prosperity that 
that the railroads are enjoying under the 
operations of the commission. He men- 
tioned the good script ann heavy stock div: 
idends and said there could be no room for 
complaint from any one. He spoke of 
the powers of the pool and 
the evii that could be dome by that 
organization unchecked by good and whole- 
some iaws. Heconciuded by expressing a 
willingness to appear before the committees 
whenever any information in regard to thd 
commission and its workings was wanted. 
His speech was of more than two hours’ 
duration. Owing to the lateness of the 
hour the spe.ca by Governor Brown was 
postponed ww to day ate o'clock. 


THE RAILROAD COMMISSION. 
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A Lively Time Before the Railroad 
Commission. 

A cowmittee from Dawson, Ga, com; 
posed of Senator J G. Parks, Kepresentativ: 
8. R. Christie, W. R. Melton, and J. L 
Griffin, appeared before the railroad c)m- 
missioners yes erday, in regard to the com- 
plaint that Dawson was discriminated 
against in fayor of Cuthbert, Georgetown, 
Ward’s, and Albany. The fact of Albany 
having always been a competitive point, 
and under the constitution of Geor- 
gia allowed that benefit was acknowledged 
aod the complaint agaipst it withdrawn. 
Albany was represented by Ben G. Lock- 
ettascdS R Weston and the Central rail-: 
road by Vice President Raoul, General 
Freight Agent Whitehead and Director C. 
Il, Brown 

The discussion was lengthy and estab- 
lished some information of worth. The 
Dawson people claimed that they were 
charged moreon cot'on to Savannah than) 
any point on the Central railroad and that 
their trade |:ai thus been driven away. They 
were ably represented by Senator Parks, 
Messrs. Coristie and Griffin testified to the 
ecod roads being the cause of Dawson sell 
ing so much fertilizers, while the high 
freights on cotton drove it to other points. 
Up to 1876 Daw:ou and Albany divided the 
trade of the country between them. BSincé 
then the rates on cotton. had been lowered 
greatly from Albany and that city got the 
cotton, while Dawson sold twice as much 
fertilizers. : 

Upon the questions to Vice-President 
Raoul by the chairman of the commission 
the matter took a liberal iange. Governor 
Smith went for the bottom facts. Captain 
Raoul stated that he had always known 
that Albany was considered 
4 competing point by the com. 
mission but he did not care to compete for 
business because other places on bis 
road would complain about it end he 
wanted to let these places find out that 
the short line from Albany and not his 
road mace through rates 

Captain R. claimed that the boats on the 
Chattahoochee river made the competition 
at Eufaula, Columbus and other points 
and he would /ike to raise the rates, e 
stated that the only twu lines of boats there 
were owned by bis road and the Savannan, 
Fiorida and Western, He said that he 
managed the Montgomery and Kufaula rail- 
road and had refused to prorate with other 
roads in Alabama on co'ton from Kufaula 
because be desired it to goto Savannah. 

Upon inquiry if he did not think that 
the entire peopie of Georgia had a right to 
ship their goods to the best market, he re: 
plied that if it paid the railroads in Geor, 
via a remunerative rate 

He stated that therates now from Eu 
taula to New Orleans were higher than io 
New York. 

Governor Smith said that he was of the 
opinion that the people near Eufaula 
ought to have the right to reach New 
Orleans at proportionate rates, 

Cuptain Raoul differ d, en? considered 
bha® Lis lutcrest rail; 
rovd and next Savannsh—that Gecrgia’s 
seaport must be protected. 

The difference seemed to be that the com; 
mission thought that the people of the en- 
tire state bad a right to ship their cotton to 
any place they desired, ata fair remunera- 
tive rate, and Capt. Raoul thought that it 
should all go to Savannan.

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WHIPT TO DEATH, 


Two Children Murdered by Iwo Negro 
Women, 


A few days ego THE ConsTITUTION pub- 


lished an account ot the brutal whipping of 
three small children by Annie and Mis 
souri Mathews at Sharpsburg, in Coweta 
county, and of the arrest, trial and convic- 
tion of the two women. 

The children were the daughters of Maria 
Redd of this city, and last night one of them 
died from the effects of the cruel treatment 
for which the two woman are uoOw serving 
a term in the Coweta county chain-gang. 

The particulars of the affair are these: 
About two weeks ago Annieand Missouri 
Mathews, who reside at Sharpsburg, io 
Coweta county, came to Atlanta 
on a Visit to Maria Redd. who is their sister. 
Just before returning home they induced 
Maria to allow the three children, aged five, 
three and two years, to accompany them, 
After reaching home their auuts began 
abusing the children and final 
ly whipping them fearfully. Every 
day they found cause to beat fearfully the 
weak children. But at last their brutal 
conduct leaked out One day last week 
they were arrested and jailed at Newnan, 
An examination of the children was then 
made when it was ascertained that their 
bodies had been iiterally hacked to pieces 
with cowhidee and sticks. 

On Monday the case against the women 
was ca'led in the Coweta court, and upon 
the test¢#mony of the children and a physi- 
cian who examined them, the prisoners 
were sentenced to three months service in 
the chain gang. : 

Maria Redd, who was summoned to News 
nan, reached the place during the trial and 
claimed her children, with a view to bring+ 
ing them back to Atlanta. Before leaving 
Nev/nan the physician told her that he 
thought one of the children, the youngest 
whose ageisa little less than two years, 
would die before she could reach 
home, but Maria came through ali 
right. The physician also told her that if 
the child reached Ailanta alive and died 
subsequently to notify the coroner and have 
him hold an inquest, 

Immediately afier her return Maria pro- 
cured medical aid, and for a day or two it 
was thought the child would pull through 
all right, but last night about 10 o'clock the 
youngest one dird, and this morning Coro- 
ner Hilburn wiil hold an inquest for the 
purpose of asceriaining the cause of the 
death, , 

The dead child’s body is fearfully 
lacerated. The back was com. 
pletely cut to pieces, and thewhelks 
made by the cowhide covered it from 
head to foot, Theskin is laid open and the 
bone exposed in several places. On its head 
were several deep, ugly gashes that lend 
horror to the picture. 

The other two children are also badly 
scarred andone of themis in a dangerous 
condition | 

The authorities at Newnan were telc+ 
graphed last night, and this morning the 
Mathews girls will be taken from the chain 
gang on warrants charging them with mur- 
der.

CONSUL SCRUGGS 


Interviewed by a Kepeorter of The 


Constitution. 

Mr. William L. Scruggs, American cpn- 
sul to China, returned to Atlanta yes- 
terday, after a continued absence of 
about three years. 

Soon after reaching bis home, 48 Wind- 
sor street, Mr. Scruggs was called upon by 
a representative of Tue UConsTITUTION 
who on the part of the press 
welcomed him back to the gatecity. After 
shaking hands, Mr Scruggs said: 

‘Have a seat on the rch. ‘Tis pleas- 
anter out here than in the house.” 

“How long bave you been absent from 
Atlanta?’ asked tne faberite after the 
two were seated. 

‘“‘T left here in May, 1879.” 

“Been in China ali this time?’ 

“Yes You see! first went to Chin-Kiang 
where I remained uotil | was promoted 
and removed to Canton.” 

“How do you like it over there?” 

‘Ob, from to to c0-s0. The country was 
made for Chinamen, but we get along 
pretty weil, in fact splendidly. We have 
enough to dco, and when one 
makes but litte difference whether you are 
in China or America.” 

“Can you talk the Chinese language” 
How does it go?’ 

“Well, I haven’t graduated in that 
tongue yet, and as you could not under- 
stand me, I guess we'd better talk good 
Eoglish—that is, if you can.”’ 

“It's a big thing to learn, isn’t it?’ 

‘‘Well yes, rather. Their language is 
compo-ed of about 300,000 words, or rather 
characters, which are about the same as our 
words. You see, with us our words are 
made up of characters or letters, and a 
combination of tbese express a word. With 
them acharecter, equivalent to our letter, 
isa word. Now let aman become thor 
oroughiy conversant with 300,000 words and 
he is an educated Chinaman.,”’ 

“Well, I guess education hasn’t much of 
a boom in that country.” 

“Well, no; and yet, according to their 
standard, education will compare well with 
any country, On an averege education is 
based upon the knowledge of about 25,000 
words. This is necessary to anything like 
an intelligent converse with the people, 
though there are more Chinese who live 
through life using only about 5,000 words 
than above it.”’ 

‘So when a Chinese knows 25,000 wards 
he’s educated?’ 

‘Well, yes: that is requisite to a scLolar- 
ship, but there are many who are finely 
educated, The history of the county ot 
course is known to but few, in fact an) al- 
most perfect knowledge of the language is 
essential to a study of the history. They 
have fine libraries and tfle means for educa- 
tion are abundant.”’ 

‘How do you talk to’em?” 

“Well, we don’t talk much, but when 
we want to make known our wants we Call 
in a person who can readily serve us.” 

‘‘Ever meet any Georgiaus in that conun- 
try?” 

“Yes,one. I meta Mr. Allen of Athes, 
He’sa missionary, and is teaching an K.- 
glish school. He’s a splendid young man, 
and is doing well. I also met a Mr. Dua- 
Bose from South Carolina. He is, 1 believe, 
a nephew of General Toombs,” 

‘“‘How’s the weather?’ 

“Well, ffom December 
elegant. Just what 
waut if you could 
the rest of the year is terrible. 
mer is awfully hot.”’ 

“Bring anything home with you!” 

“Yes, 1 brought a few pieces of Chinese 
money. Here’s a cosh. It is equal) to 
sbout the eleventh of a cent,’’ aod Mr. 
Scruges pulled from his pocket a long piece 
of metal with a big square hole in the ¢en- 
ter that at first reminded the scribe of a 
Kimball house key-tag. “This is the gen- 
eral currency of the country.”’ 

“What can you bay with 1t?” 

“Oh, anything you want. When a China- 
man goes shopping be puts a lot of these 
on a string and looks as happy as can be. 
With three or four of them he cao buy a 
good dinner. His rice will cost one, he pays 
another tor a potato, and so on until he gets 
a square meal.’’ 

“How do you amuse yourself?” 

“Well, there is an Eng ish club house, a 
fine libraryandathearer, We find enough 
pleasure, I assure you.”’ 

“Do they baye fine buildings in Canton?’ 

“Some, yes; but the style of architec- 
ture is tbe same as 200 years ago. When 
you get used to it you tind no inconyen- 
iencies.’’ 

‘‘How long are you going to 
Atlanta?’ 

‘‘My leave of absence runs to November.” 

‘Well, on the whole do you like China?’ 

“Oh, Icantsay. I ; refer America, and 
especially this part of it, to any place | 
bave ever been In Canton the people are 
clever when you. know them, = an: 
we find no» treuble at all 
The fact that you arean American gives 
you preference with them. You nave) no 
idea how partial they areto America, They 
look upon it as one of the best govern- 
mentsinexistence. The people are peculiar, 
but wholly reliable. When a Cuainaman 
tells. you he'll do anything you {can 
rely upon it. They are sharp 
frugal and progressive, and are fast accu- 

umulating wealth. Some of them | are 
real wealthy and they are happyand ¢on- 
tented. They are too, you may say, law- 
abiding asd moral—afier their code. | In 
their laws are many objectionabie features, 
but to the law they all show an 
obedience worthy of imitation. Taken 
all in all the Chinese are better than you 
think. Slavery is recognized amocg them 
toa certainextent. A man has the power 
of life and death over his children but they 
are generally humane.”’

Lerada, Who in Love, War and Gold- 
Getting Made Things Hum. 
Alta Californian. 

There are many interesting incidents re- 
lated of Lerada, tue remarkable Indian who 
for eighteen years ruled the Tepic part of 
the Mexican republic. When a boy be was 


engaged in herding sheep and cattle on a 
ranch near the town f Jalisco Evyery day 
there passed on her way to and from schoo! 
& very pretty girl, ofa good family, and an 
acquaintance began between them. She 
always had her books, and on her return 
from school the two would retire to some 
quiet lace, ee she would

metic and geography. He was exceedingly 
apt in learning and anxious to uire 
knowledge, and he improved it in such a 
r that he soon me recogoized 
among other Indians as superior to them 
His master often ill-treated him, and Lerada 
was often heard to say he would reven 
himself.

Lerada accepted and went with 5,000 men 
to Mazatian, received the first instalimeat 
came back to Tepic, disbanded them, and 
put the money in bis pocket. He alterward 
received the Same sum regu- 
lariy and aS regularly he 
pocketed it.. This was the beginning 
of his political prominence, and he rapidly 
made advancement in his endeavors for a 
complete control of the government of this 
section of the republic. -ie appears to have 
been a terribie revengetul man, and anyone 
that he imagined bad done him any injury 
lived but a littie time after. Ono one occa- 
sion, ata ball in Tepic, he observed an offi 

cial of the government in conversation 
with a senorita with whom he was ena- 
mored. He directed one of his own officers 
to go to him and tell him to leave the 
house. Lerada, seeing the official still con- 
versing with the young lady, again called 
his < fticer and asked if he obeyed bin),and at 
the same time pointed to the pistol which 
the officer carried, asking if he was aware 
to what use such an ins:rument was put. 
‘‘Now go to that map,” he said, “and take 
him by the beard and lead him from the 
house.’’ The oflicer, weil knowing that if 
he disobeyed his own life would be forfeit- 
ed, cid as he was told. On another occasion 
he sent an Indian with a watch and a sum 
of money from his piace at San Luis to 
Tepic. The Indian stole both, pawning 
the watch. He wasapprehended and shot, 
and so, too, the poor pawnbroker aud the 
innocent purchaser of the watch from the 
latter—both were arrested and shot by order 
of Lerada. But his ambition for extended 
power ruined him. His frequent successes 
had led him to believe that he could cap- 
ture Guadalajara, and with eight thousand 
Indians he started for that city, when, after 
a well fought battle, he was routed and 
obliged to return to Tepic, having lost the 
prestige be had gained in eighteen years, as 
well as the confidenve of his officers. The 
latter ‘went back. on him,” and one ‘‘gave 
him away,’ receiving, it is said, a conside- 
rablesum for the information ; and go at last 
Lerada was captured and soon after was shot 
néar the bridge crossirg the river passing 
this city. He begged earnestly for his life, 
one person assuring me that he offered to 
liquidate the American debt if released. 
Butit was of no use; his death was inevit- 
able, and while protesting that his actions 
had been for the good of the Indians, whose 
chief be was, the drums were rolled, «# 
volley of musketry was heard, and the 
career of Lerada was at an end. 

As to his wealth during his lifetime, 
there are many stories. One is that bar- 
rels of gold and silver were carried at his 
order to the mountains and there deposit 
ed by four men, who after finishing their 
work were of course, shot, thatit might not 
be divulged Thereisat Santiagoanold man 
who telis tbat be in company with 
another, Ateiro, came to Tepic 
i the nighttime, escorting Lerada 
and six mules heavily laden with 
gold and silver bars, brought from the 
mountains in the vicinity of Santiago, and 
which were deposited in Lerada’s house; 
that after their arrival he wass ent tomy 
mesca!l, and as he had a weakness for the 
“vine celestial’? he drank too much, got 
drank and did not retura to the house. In 
rhe morning the mules were found astray. 
Lerada wason bis way to Guadalajara, and 
the other man, his companion, never was 
heard of again. His ideas of discipline 
were as severe as his ideas of many other 
things. It was his custom to review his 
24,000 Indians on the first Sunday of every 
month at8 o'clock a. m., and it was ex- 
p cted thatevery man would be present 
or with a sufficientexcuse. As they had tuo 
come from many leagues away it would not 
seem strange if there were many de!in 
quents. Oa one occasion, at one of these 
reviews, when those present were in the 
line, one unfortunate arrived ten minutes 
late. He was called before the chief, and, 
after being reprimanded before the whole 
army, was led to a tree and shot. 

The family of Lerada, his wife and two 
daughters, reside at San Luis. She is in 
very comfortable circumstances, and ts rep- 
resented as a very ladylike and amiable 
person, ,

Hiow Spurgeon Preaches, 
All the Year Round, 

In the vast throng the eye soon recog- 
nizes the central figure of the whole. If 
he were not there, the pastor of this im- 
mense flock, one might speculate, ignorant 
of his absence, Is not that, perhaps, he, or 
the other? But, being there, no doubt can 
exist. Theone figure comes out to which 
all others are a setting—a full, pallid face. 
with thick iron grey hair and fringe of 
dark beard. As the clock overhead shows 
the half hour the pastor comes forward, 
and at once the confused sound ceases— 
the shuttling of feet, the frou-frou of 
dresses, the nervous cough tbat runs over 
the area like the rat’le of file firing, and a 
profound stillness greets the first words of 
prayer. The voice is worn with much ser- 
vice, even hussy in the higher notes, but 
admirably masaged and modulated so as 
to reach every corner of the wide arena. 
We feel at once that we are in the pres- 
evce of a burn orator. Without book or 
scrap o: note, there is, from the first, a 
contident, easy flow of well chosen words. 
Some distinguished orators put you in cold 
perspiration till they have fairly warmed 
to._—itheir work, but with Mr, 
Spurgeon all is eas? and self- 
conscious power which inspire confidence 
in thelistener. It is part of the preacher's 
system not to pare himself in any way, but 
to give the whole service the emphasis of his 
own unaided powers. His reading of Scrip- 
ture is accompanied by a runninpe com 
mentary that is a kind of preliminary 
sermon, and he gives out each verse of the 
hymn with appropriate feeling and 
action. There is no organ, and it ex- 
cites a certain feeling of disparity of 
means to end, when an elderly preacher 
leans forward from the tribune and rounds 
a tuning-fork to lead oif the psalmody— 
the assemblage is s> big and’ the tuning- 
fork so smail, But the singing itself is 
disappointing. There is not that grand 
outpouring one might expect from such an 
assemblage. 

A great deal of the charm of Mr, Spur 
geon’s discourse—and there is a powerful 
charm about it, causiag time to flow on 
unperceived and.the risk of losing a@ train 
to be disregarded—is due to the ease and 
certainty of delivery and the good Eng 
lish in which it is expressed. If the 
preacher in former days sometimes sacri 
fices good taste to force of expression, 
time and experience have toned down such 
exuberances. But much of the aacient 
fire still smouiders beneath the surface, 
and, perhaps, the expectation of the break- 
ing forih of some sudden flash of electric 
nature still further increases the before- 
mentioned charm. But really the time one 
likes Mr. Spurgeon best is when he meta 
phorically descends aitogether from the 
platform, and taking his audience by the 
batton hole, so to speak, recounts some 
telling little story or epigrammatic saying.
